AMENDED AND RESTATED CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 

OF 

ARTERIAL VASCULAR ENGINEERING, INC. 



ARTICLE 1 -NAME 
The name of the corpoTalion shall be Medtronic AVE, Inc. 



ARTICLE 2 - REGISTERED O FFICE AND AGENT 

The re^atered office of Ae corporation in the State of Delaware is 1209 Orange Street, in 
the City of Wilmington, County of New Ca^lc. Delaware, 19801. The name of its re^stered 
agent at such address is The Corporation Trus{;Company. 



ARTICLE 3 - PURPOSES 

The nature of the business or purposes to be conducted or promoted by the corporation is 
to engage in any lawful acts and activities for which corporations may be organized under the 
General Corporation Law of Delaware. 

ARTICLE 4 -STOCK 

The aggregate number of shares the corporation has authority to issue shall be 2,500 
shaTes of Common Stock. S.Ol par value. Holders of Common Stock shaU be entitled to one 
vote for each share of Common Stock held of rccord. 



ARTICLE 5 - RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS 

5.1) Nn Preem ptive Rights . No holder of shares of the corporation of any class now or 
hcreafler authorized has any preferential or prcempUve right to subscribe for, purchase or receive 
any shares of the corporaUon of any class now or hereafter authorized, or any options or warrants • 
for such shares, which may at any time tc issued, sold or offered for sale by the corporation. 

5.2) No Cumulative Voting Rights . No holder of shares of the corporation of any class-, 
now or hereafter authorized shall be entitled to cumulative voting.

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ARTICLE 6 - MKKTINGS AND BOOKS 



6.1) MeetiTigs of Stockholders and Election of Directors . Meetings of stockhoWcra m^y 
be held within or outside (he State of Delaware, as the Bylaws, may provide. Elections of 
directors need not be by written ballot unless and except to the extent that the Bylaws so provide. 

6.2) rnr porate Books . The books of the cotporation may be kept within or (subject to 
any provision contained in the statutes) outside the State of Delaware at such place or places a-s 
may be designated ftom time to Ume by the Board of Directors or in the Bylaws of the. 
corporation. 

ATtTirLE 7 - LTMTTATTON OF pT TtPfTrmt UABTLTTY 

7.1) Limitation of Liability . A directoi of the corporation shall not be personally Uable 
to the corporation or its stoddiolders for monetary damages for any breach of fiduciary duty as a 
director except for Uability (i) for any breach of the director's duty of loyalty to the corporation 
or its stockholders, (ii) for acU or omissions not in good faith or which involve intentional 
misconduct or a knowing violation of law. (iii) under Section 174 of the Delaware General 
Corporation Law, or (iv) for any transaction from which the director derived an miproper 
personal benefit. If the Delaware General Corporation Uw is amended after approval by the 
^ stockholders of this Article to authorize corporate action further climinatmg or littiiting the 
personal liability of director?;, then the liability nf a director shall be eliminated or limited to the 
fullest extent permitted by the Delaware General Corporation Law, as so amended. 

7 2) Amendment of this Article . Any repeal or modification of this Article 7 shall be 
prospective and shall not affect the rights under this Article 7 in effect at the time of the alleged 
occurrence of any act or omission to act giving rise to liability or indemnification. 

ARTICLE 8 - BYLAWS 

The Board of Directors is expressly authorized to make and alter Bylaws of this 
corporation, subject to the power of the stockholders, to change or repeal such Bylaws and subject 
to any other limitations on such authority provided by the General Coiporahon Law of Delaware. 
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
